A strong 
force of rebels is operating near this latter 
town, and an unconfirmed report today said 
it had fallen into their hands. 

Gen. Luis Caballero probably will be named 
military governor of Tamaulipas, in the or- 
ganization of the state by the Constitution- 
alists. 

Gen. Gonzales made his report by courter to 
Jiminez and by telephone from there to rebel 
headquarters at Matamoros. He said that 
bodies of the dead littered the streets and lay 
thick through the courtyard and halls of the 
gevernment palace. 

Federals March on Juarez. 

El Paso, Tex., Nov. 18.—Federals are ad- 
vancing north from Chihuahua City in the 
direction of Juarez, captured by the rebels 
on Saturday morning. 

A battle took place between the advancing 
federals and the rebels’ rear guard at La- 
gina, midway between Juarez and Chihua- 
hua, fast night. Pancho Villa, captor of 
Juares, admitted this today. He aleo admit- 
ted losing five men, killed in the battle, but 
gaid the federals lost, thirty-five. 

Vina did not have any detalis as to the 
number of men engaged on either side. 

Five hundred dollars was paid by Gen. 
Francisco Villa today to Mrs. Christepher 
Seggeraon of El Paso as indemnity for the 
death of her son.

MEET IN KANSAS CITY. 


* 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 18.—[{Specia!l.}— 
Putnam Cramer of Chicago, advertising 
agent for a magazine, was shot and killed this 
afternoon by Dr. W. T. Elam, a wealthy phy- 
elan of St. Joseph, Mo., former city physi- 
clan and a member of the faculty of Ens- 
worth Medical college. 

The tragedy occurred in Cramer's room in 
the Hotel Baltimore and was the outgrowth 
of accusations made by Dr. Elam that Cra- 
mer had been too friendly with the physi- 
cian’s wife. The shooting grew out of a 
clandestine meeting of Cramer and Mrs. 
Klam in Kansas City about three months 
ago. Dr. Blam learned of the meeting and 
employed John T. Glynn, a detective, to fol- 
low his wife and Cramer. 

The detective established to his satisfac- 


‘tion that the acquaintance of Cramer and 


Mrs. Elam was a mild bit of flirtation, and so 
reported to Dr. Elam. The latter, however, 
refused to be satisfied, and urged Mrs. Elam 
to institute divorce proceedings. 


Meeting of Two Men Arranged. 

In an effort to clear up the marital difficul- 
ties of the Elams, Glynn arranged a meeting 
between Cramer and Dr. Elam at the hotel 
this afternoon. Cramer came to Kansas 
City with a cousin, A. V. D. Rouseau, to ex- 
plain to Dr. Blam there had been nothing 
seriously improper in his attentions to Mrs. 
Elam. 

The four men hat in the hotel lobby. After 
a few desultory ,remarks Dr. Blam said: 

“TI won't uin tere where everybody can 
hear.” 

“ Why, I've got a room on the becond floor,” 
Cramer said.. Come up with me and we'll 
talk it over, Just you and .“ 

Glynn was disarmed by Blam’s frankness 


and did not follow. them to the room. 


A tew minutes later Ham came down, not 
* least bit excited, and said, “ I've done it. 
I knew he was lying, 80 I killed him.”

Glynn says he shadowed the women every 
moment they were here, and he saw nothing 
improper. He told Mam that. The husband, 
however, did not believe the detective.

‘Glynn arranged the meeting for this after- 
noon. 

In Blam's pocket was found a card on 
which he had written a list of questions that 
he apparently had intended to put to Cramer. 
Whether he asked those questions and what 
answer Cramer gave only Elam knows. Here 
are the questions:

2. If met her in Chicago? 

g., It so, how long together and where and 
how was time spent? 

4. If ever corresponded? 

5. Where did correspond to? 

6. If so, how many times? 

7. Would like to see letters, if possible. 

8. Would like to have a picture.

Noth- 
ing was received by thé association, 


The above appears in the November edi- 
tion of the Official Bulletin, the periodical of 
the Young Men's Christian association. It is 
ail that ig told of a story that hitherto has 
remained unpublished, a story of misplaced 
confidence, speculation on the grein market, 
and suicide. 

John L. Davis was once 4 steamship cap- 
tain. For years he commanded ships on the 
great sakes. Davis accumulated a fortune 
estimated at well over $100,000. 


Bequeaths Fortune to Charities. 

The life of persons who go down to the sea 
—or great lakes—in ships is not conducive to 
the acquiring of Chesterfieldian mannem, 
nor the most affable of dispositions. Capt. 
Davis was no exception. In a number of 
ways he led a hard life. Withal, however, 
he possessed a kind beast and was inclined 
to be charitable toward his fellow human be- 
ings. This trait, when he made his will, led 
him to make the following bequests: 
Home for Destitute and Crippled Children. .§17,500 
Disciples’ Divinity house, University of Chi-

making a list of six residuary legatees. 
They were to receive the same amount, 
$17,500 apiece. 

Nephew Made Sole Executor, 

Sailors, however shrewd and cautioua they 
may be in the matter of cargoes, salvage, 
and other business at sea, are proverbially 
simple when it comes to business ashore. 

He 
had a favorite nephew. The fact that the 
latter was a relative, and apparently a 
pretty good fellow.” was enough for Davis.

The area at present oc- 
cupied by the several roads can be devel- 
oped to a sufficient capacity to last for the 
distant future; the only consideration being 
that the railroads pool their freight facili- 
ties in the same manner that they have al- 
ready, in groups, pooled their passenger 
facilities.

Mitten Urges Better Terminals.

Taken in conjunction, the aldermen be- 
lieved the Philadelphia system was an object 
lésson for Chicago, a« indicating what relief 
even a minor subway could give to such con- 
gestion as is found daily in Chicago's loop 
district. Particularly was this true of the 
surface cars, the capacity being 120 an hour. 

For nearly half an hour the Chicagoans 
watched the speedy loading of surface cars 
at the city hall subway loop and compared 
the conditions with those that might arise 
by Lake Michigan. At this particular plat- 
form there are three loading stations, indi- 
cated by numbers. A transparency with the 
names of the various lines indicated at which 
station the car might be entered, avoiding all 
confusion. 

The only problem that arose was that Chi- 
cago would have perhaps twenty different 
lines passing through a subway, whereas 
Philadelphia has six. Whether confusion 
could be smoothed out as easily as in this 
city was a question.

Such recognition of Oarranza 
would precipitate a crisis in Mexico City, 
and Huerta undoubtedly would retaliate by 
handing.

Much as the president may sympathize with

D. E. Brown, examiner for the com- 
mission, asked most of the questions. 

Brown made public data which he had com- 
piled showing that in the ten years prior 
to the receivership Frisco securities had been 
sold for $32,000,000 less than their par value. 


Several Smaller Lines Involved. 

Among the subsidiary lines concerning 
which questions were asked were the St. 
Louis and Oklahoma City; the Iberia and 
Northern; the St. Louis, Oklahoma and 
Southern, and the St. Louis and Gulf. As to 
the Iberia and Northern syndicate, Mr. 
Yoakum testified he transferred his interest 
in that road to the Frisco for what it cost 
him plus 6 per cent interest. 

Mr. Brown said the record showed $212,000 
was paid to Yoakum. 

Other syndicates concerning which Mr. 
Brown questioned Mr. Yoakum following 
the records, were the Oklahoma City and 
Western, on which, according to the records, 
a syndicate had made $369,000 on an invest- 
ment of $2,007,000, and the Arkansas Valley 
and Western, in which “a Frisco official 
without a voice in the acquisition of new 
lines,”” made $23,000 on a $118,000 investment. 


Gives Reasons for Receiverrhip.

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FAMED TEACHER 


OF SINGERS DEAD 


Mme. Mathilde Marchesi Sue- 
~ cumbs in London at the 
Age of 87 Tears. 


TRAINED MANY STARS. 


Acceptance of Pupils Gave Them 
Record on Which to 
Base Lives. 


— 


LONDON, Nov. 18—Mme. Mathilde de 
Castrone Marchesi, considered the most fa- 
mous vocal teacher in the world, died here 
today at the age of 87. 


For years she had a studio in Paris and 


many of the grand opera singers were re- 
cruited from the ranks of her pupils. Among 
them were Etelka Gerster, Emma Calvé, 
Emma Hames, Sybil Sanderson, Emma Ne- 
vada, and Mme. Melba. bs 

Mme. Marchesi became noted for her salon 
in Paris. She had a stage and scenery 
mechanism, and each year her pupils pre- 
sented a grand opera there. In the presenta- 
tion she choose only those who showed re- 
markable talent, and managers from all over 
the world attended the yearly performance 
to select new members for their companies. 

This performance was considered an offi- 
cial introduction of the pupils. Other vocal 
teachers later imitated the salon system 
of introducing their pupils, but the idea was 
abandghed several years ago, when Mme. 
Marchesi retired from active teaching. 


First Work in Concert. 

Mme. Marchesi was 2 at Frankfort-on- 
the-Main and was named after her mother, 
Mathilde Graumann. 
Her first work as a singer was in concert 
work. She traveled throughout several of 
the countries of Europe, and later decided to 
give up active singing for teaching. She 
joined the Vienna conservatory as a teacher 
in 1854. 
A few years later she left Vienna and 
taught in Paris and then in Cologne. Finally, 
however, She decided to build her school in 
Paris, and in 1881 settled there. 
By that time her reputation as a teacher 
had spread and a large numbe of pupils 
flocked to her school. Some of her pupils 
wee of the nobility and others were of poor 
families and working theis way through 
school. She made no distinction on account 
of wealth, but was always said to have been 
critical as to the progress of the pupils and 
the tone of voice they developed. 


Husband Also Was Famed. 

Her husband, Salvatore Cavalieri de Cas- 
trone, Marchese della Rojata, was also a 
singer of note. He was interested in the de- 
velopment of his wife's school up to the time 
of his death. He made his debut in New 
York in 1848. 
Her daughter, Mile. Blanche Marchesi, is 
a concert singer and has frequently visited 
the United States. 
Mme. Marchesi took an active interest in 
the teaching of her vocal students up to two 


years ago. 


CHICAGOANS AMONG PUPILS.

THE TERMINAL PROBLEM. 
A hasty-survey of Mr. Bion J. Arnold's 


report on the terminal problem is sufficient 


to disclose the great weight and importance 
of his analysis of our difficulties and needs 
and of his conclusions and recommenda- 
tions. Mr. Wallace's report was suggestive: 
yet disappointing. Mr. Arnold seems to 
have availed himself of his longer acquaint- 
ance with Chicago and its traffic conditions 
to produce a weightier body of observations. 
This is natural and not a criticism of Mr. 
Wallace, whose ability and sincerity are un- 
questioned. 

The Arnold report tmvites the mest thor- 
ough study and consideration not only by 
the city authorities but by the various citi- 
zen organizations which have taken so pub- 
lic spirited an interest in this vital problem 
and by the intelligent public generally.

LTHOUGH Eduardo Dato is one of 

the most eminent lawyers of Spain, 

and recognized both at home and 

abroad as the leading authority on 

everything relating to Spanish juris- 
prudence, the Conservative administration 
which he has just formed at Madrid can hope 
at the best fora brief existence. 

The country bids fair, ere long, to be 
plunged into the throes of another of those 
cabinet crises, which contribute so.much to 
interfere with the normal course of govern- 
ment and to place difficulties in the way of 
the rapid development of national prosperity. 

Sefior Dato, a minister of the interior in 
the cabinet of r Silvela, which followed 
Sefior Sagasta’s feat after the war with 
the United States, has only a section of the 
Conservative party upon whose support he 
can rely. The bulk of the party, both in the 
cortes, and throughout the country, remains 
faithful to the former Conservative premier, 
Maura, and to his chief lieutenant, ex+Min- 
ister of the Interior La Cierva. 

Now both of these statesmen have not only 
declined to grant their assistance to Sefior 
Dato but have even proclaimed that he will 
find, them arrayed against him. 


—- 
When thé Liberal government of Count 
Romanones was compelled to resign the 
other day, owing to a defeat in the cortes, 
resulting from a split in the Liberal party, 
the king, in accordance with the obligations 
imposed upon him as a constitutional mon- 
arch, invited Sefior Maura to form a Con- 
,servative administration. 

Sefior Maura announced to the sovereign 
that he would only undertake the task on the 
understanding that all the colleagues of 
*his former cabinet, of 1909, would be in- 
cluded in the new government, and that he 

“would be permitted to carry on unaltered 
the reactionary program which brought 
about ite downfall. 

Alfonso XIII. would not consent to this. 
He felt that it would be not only a casting 
dewn of the gauntiet to the forces of the 


revolutionary ranks. 
~o 

Sefior Maura made no secret to the king 
that he would make it his duty to undo as far 
as possible, everything that had been done 
by the various Liberal cabinets during the 
past four years. 

The Republicans, who had abstained from 
any active measures against the dynasty 
while the Liberals were in power, and had 
even manifested good will towards the young 
monarch, caused him to be warned that, if 
he entrusted the premiership to Sefior Maura, 
they would feel compelled to inaugurate 
revolutionary risings and labor disturbances 
throughout the peninsula. 

They have no such pronounced aversion 
for Sefior Dato, whose conservatism has 
always been of a much less reactionary 
character in questions rglating to the state, 
as well ag to the church. 

This, however, does not mean that they will 
support him, and with the entire Libera] 
party and the larger half of the Conserva- 
tives against him, it is difficult to see how he 
cao remain in office beyond the impending 
general election.

close. 

Count Romanones 
about the attitude of his government towards 
the Barcelona strike, about his failure to 
reconcile, the Moors to Spanish rule in Mo- 
rocco, but more especially, about his Man- 
comunidades "’ measure, which provides for 
decentralization and for the @xtension of 
much largér powers to provincial councils, 
municipalities, and local administrations 
generally. 

‘While this measure is a popular one 
throughout the country, especially in the 
northern portion of the kingdom, the dis- 
sident Liberal leaders claim that it is c&l- 
culated to encourage regionalism, partic- 
ularly in Catalonia, to a degree that can not 
but endanger the unity of the nation.

Spain is now confronted by two alterna- 
tives; a reconstruction of the present Con- 
sel vative cabinet, with the elimination of 
Premier Dato, and the inclusion of the 

~ Masterful, ultra-conservative leaders, Sefior 
Maura and Sefior La Cierva; or, what is far 
more probable, a reconciliation of the dis- 
sident factions of the Liberal party and its 
return to power at an early date in an ad- 
mifistration that will include some members 
of the Romanones cabinet, as well as the 
Marquis of Alhucemas and some of his fol- 
lowers. 

This is undoubtedly the course that will 
appeal to King Alfonso, who has shown ip 
many striking ways during the last four 
or five years that he leans strongly towards 
Liberalism, and is disinclined to identify 
himself with the reactionary type of Con- 
servatism represented * ex-Premier Maura. 


Incidentally it is hea nk to note that the 
change of cabinet at Madrid has brought 
no change in the personnel of the Spanish 
mission at Washington, and that the advent 
to office of the Dato administration has not 
interfered with the promotion of Sefior Don

y: “So far as the registration of deaths 
is concerned, registration is complete. 
The provision for registration of births 
was not taken advantage of until two 
years ago.” Both of these statements are 
incorrect. 

The reason why Tilinois is not in the 
registration area is because the registra- 
tion of deaths is not complete. There is 
no compulsory registration of deaths in 
Illinois outside of municipalities having a 
compulsory burial permit ordinance. The 
compulsory burial permit feature of the 
Illinois registration law was repealed by 
the Illinois state legislature in 1903, at 
the instance of Senator Burnett and Mr. 
Miller, the former speaker of the house, 
because they claimed that “it was too 
much trouble for their constituents to 
obtain legal permits to bury their dead.” 

Concerning births, there is no registra- 
tion area for births wholly acceptable to 
the census bureau agywhere in the United 
States. So far as the registration of 
births under the present law is concerned, 
it is fair to state that for ten years prob- 
ably 50 per cent of all births occurring in 
Illinois have been properly registered. 
For example, in 1907 there were 76,021 
births reported to the Illinois state board 
of health, in\ 1908 there were 79,365, 
in 1911 there were 82,181.

Scheme Said to Obviate Necessty | 


of Surplus of Extra 
Help. 


Flans to save the county $100,000 ig sal- 
aries of clerks employed on tas books were 
discussed at a joint meeting yesterday of 
members of the board of review, board of 
assessors, and the finance committee of the 
county board. Reviewer Thomas J. Webb 
was intrueted with the task of ironing out 
opposition to tne movement. 

The finance committee proposes that the 
same set of clerks follow the books from the 
assessor's office to the board of review, 
thence to the office of the county clerk, and 
finally to the county treasurer. In this way 
it is believed experts may be employed the 
year round, thus obviating the necessity of 
a surplus of extra help. 

The assessors applied to the reviewers for 
an increase in their regular force with a 
minimum of extra men. “The reviewers 


under the law are empowered to pass on the . 


clerical staff of the assessors. The finance 
committee, which provides for the pay of the 
clerks, protested against the demand of the 
ascessors. It the county clerk and count 
treasurer agree the system probably will be 
installed.

Redfield Confers Vith Agent, 

Who Will Try to In- 
crease Exports. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
K. N. Huriéy, the Chicago manufacturer and 
banker, today accepted the appointment of 


United States trade commissioner to Souths 


American countries, which was offered to 
him by Secretary of Commerce Recfield. 
After a conference with the secretary Mr. 
Hurley left for Chicago to prepare for an 
extended tour of Latin American republſes. 
Mr. Hurley's mission will be to canvass 
the commercial situation in South America 
and recommend methods by which.American 
manufacturers and exporters may acquire 
and expand markets for their goods beyond 
the equator. The commissioner will go to 
South America with other members. of thé 
Tilinols Manufacturers association, which is 
conducting a similar inquiry in fts own in- 
terest. After this delegation returns Mr. 
Hurley will remain to- investigate trade op- 
portunities particularly in Brazil, Uruguay, 
Faraguay, the Argentine; and Chile. 


Will Help Small Producer. 

In giving his instructions to Mr. Hurley, 
flecretary Redfield laid strees on the desira- 
bility of developing commercial opportunities 
for the small as well as the large producer. 
Although the United States, he said, had 
made wonderful progress in acquiring for- 
eign markets, it has been the large exporters 
who have reaped the harvest. 

“Our €fforts will be devoted largely to 
investigating the problam ot developing 
credit for American producers and export- 
ers,” Mr. Hurley said. “In this respect 
American manufacturers at present are de- 
eidedly at a disadvantage. When a German 
manufacturer discovers an opportunity of 
extending his trade in a foreign country he 
goes to a German bank for’ the mdney to 
finance his enterprise The bank in going 


into the venture is backed by the German 


government and the bank receives 25 per cent 


of the profite. 


Plan Bad for 3 : 

“I am opposed to this plan under which 
the foreign business gets into the hands of 
the banks. It should remain in the hands of 
the business men. The plan is a bad one 
for the banks, too, for with such burdens 
they are likely to get into trouble in times 
of financial stress. I believe & more satis-

“We also must devise means of bringing 
the American- producer intq; touch with the 
foreign consumers.

Divided. Report Will Be Pre- 
sented to the Conserva- 


tion Congress. 


All Factions United on Three Es- 
sentials Which Must Be 
Followed. 


Washington. D. C., Nov. 18.—Unable to 
agreg on a federal water power policy, the 
national conservation congress water power 
committee presented a divided report here 
todey at the opening cession of the annual 
meeting of the congress. There were three 
reports, in fact, one from the majority, an- 
other from the minority, and a third enun- 
ela ting certain general principles on which 
the committee was unanimous. 

Exceedingly lively debate is looked for 
when the subject is discussed at tomorrow's 
session, which will be presided over by Wal- 
ver L. Fisher, former secretary of the inte 
rior. 


Divided as to Franchises. 

The main failure of the committee was its 
inability to agree as to the method of grant- 
ing water power for franchises. The ma- 
jority favored the “ indeterminate franchise 
with no fixed term limit.“ The minority 
would allow a period of not exceeding thirty 
years, during which the franchise would be 
irrevocable except for cause. The minority 
specified ownership dy an unlawful trust, 
or in restraint of trade,” as sufficient for 
immediate termination of franchise. 

The committee agreed that compensation 
for the privilege of water power use.“ shall 
be reserved to the government, state or fed- 
eral, from whom the privilege comes.“ 

In making its united report the committee 
declared that while finding a difference 
of opinion among its members as to certain 
details of the subject,” it felt *“‘ keenly the 
consequences which would follow a failure 
to agree upon a constructive program of 
progress.” 

Agree on Three Essentials. 

Both majority and mijpority reports as- 
Serted that there are three essentials of 
a sound water power policy—prompt devel- 
opment, prevention of unregulated monop- 
oly, and good service and fair charges to 
the consumer.“ Both said that the reg- 
ulation of service and charge is usually a 
state or local function, and that it should 
be “ exercised by the nation only in inter 
state industry.” 

The minority report added: And when the 
failure of other agencies leaves the con- 
sumer at the mercy of a corporation, while 
the majority report said. and possibly when 
the failure of other agencies might result 
in abuse.“

Gunn Conducts Concert 
of American Music. 


HE average Chicagoan who went fofth to 

Orchestra hall last night to listen to the 

Chicago Symphony orchestra in the pro- 

gram of American music by American 

musicians, did so with the feeling of the 
pioneer. His was to be the delight of discov- 
ery; a pilgrimage into the foothills of genius; 
to the borderland of the future of accomplish- 
ment. When he left he realized he had scaled 
some reasonably tall peaks during the evening 
and he had climbed up into the present. 

The evening of American music and musicians 
—with the exception of two MacDowell numbers 
it was really an evening of Chicago music— 
was arranged and conducted by Glen Dillard 
Gunn, who in the presentation of the program 
realized a big ambition. 

Mr. Gunn believes in the American musician. 
It has been his hope to make the American pub- 
lic join him in this belief. A few more sample 
evenings such as that he gave Chicago last 
night and he will have fulfilled his desire.

Gunn presented three novelties: Eric 
Delamarter’s overture, “To a Fantastic Com. 
eddy": George Colburn’s symphonic poem, 
“Spring's Contest,” and Leo Sowerby’s concerto 
for violin in G minor. All of the composers are 
Chicagoans. 

The musical world rather agreed that of the 
three compositions to come to a first hearing 
the overture by Mr. Delamarter was the most 
complete. An elfin, tantalizing bit of music it 
is, a dancing ray of light which coaxes the: lis. 
tener’s imagination on and on and then slips 
off, leaving him to wonder why it left so soon. 
Only one quarrel may one have with Mr. Dela- 
marter and his overture. It is too short. Mod- 
ern without being aggressive, rich in its color 
and harmony and classically clear in its or- 
chestral treatment, the theme will bear greater 
development than the composer has given it as 
it now stands.

So-called “society people” know the impor- 
tance of it. They prepare their daughters to 
win admiration and bring them out in a way 
to give each young woman in turn her “chance” 
among young men of her kind. 

But not so with the average mothers whose 
daughters after high school days become wage 
earners of one kind or another. “Society” for 
these girls is a most uncertain thing. School 
days with their associations. over, the young 
men scatter here and there and within three 
or four years of her cammencement ‘day the 
girl finds herself with h ly an escort and lit- 
tle social lite outside of that afforded by 
church, lodge, woman's club, and the like. And 
if she has the average home she must work 
out her own “ matrimonial salvation” in sundry 
remnants of time with no aid from her parents 
to accelerate the young: man's interest. 

A mother should dignify her daughter's 
friendships. She should use her energies to 
produce attractive conditions under which her 
daughters may entertain. She should not dis- 
courage a man (except for moral reasons) mere- 
ly because he is not the man she wants for 
a son-in-law. Where one man is attracted 
other men will be attracted and out of the 
number the right one will be found. 

— 

Many mothers, on the other hand, ruin the 
good work by over zeal. They talk of their 
daughters continually, of their charms, their 
allurements, and their beauty. No young man 
enjoys having a young woman (however at- 
tractive) crammed down his throat. 

Some one has defined the mother as the 
“commanding general of the family army.” A 
soldier pays the price, of the commanding om 
cer’s negligence and daughters often pay to the 
day of their-death for a mother’s shortsighted- 
ness, and in many hearts are secret bitternesses 
of which complacent mothers little dream, 

Successful marriage of your daughters fol- 
lows successful living. For good attracts good. 
If you would attract desirable young men, be 
desirable yourself and give your daughters as 
desirable surroundings as you can, in all rea- 
sonableness, afford.

AVE you been startled at any time of 

late by finding that eggs have jumped 

8 or 10 cents a dozen and by having 

the grocer announce that this is not the 

worst of it, for by the time winter 1s 
over they may be up to 75 cents a dozen” 
Seventy-five cents a dozen dounded like a phe- 
nomenal price when we heard it a few years 
since as that prevailing in the Canadian north- 
west. 

Only a few years ago we considered it eco- 
nomical to use eggs in several ways, if they 
cost more than 25 cents a dozen, but now we 
know that fresh eggs, perfectly fresh, may be 
more economical than some other foods, even 
when we are paying 50 cents a dozen for them.

It is certainly high time for every buyer of 
eggs to look into the matter of where his 
eggs come from and why he has to pay what he 
is paying. 

It is surmised that eggs are being collected 
in these days for the storage warehouses, and 
perhaps they are as high now as they will be. 
But why is it that a little, obscure tradesman 
is selling “fresh eggs” at 30 cents a dozen 
while high class grocers are getting anything 
from twice to three times that amount?

Rogers has been conducting a hospital and 
medical school at 1428 Wells street for nearly 
twenty years. The corporation records show 
that the name of the institution hae been 
changed half a dosen times. The institution 
has in recent years made a specialty of ma- 
ternity cases. 

The Curran investigating committee of the 
legislature found Rogers’ institution to be the 
worst of all the Chicago institutions in the 
„farming of babies. It took the attorney 
for the committee two days to find out that no 
records were kept at Rogers’ institution.

“The failure of Mr. Armour to obtain an 
audience withthe chief magistrate of the re- 
public occasioned much comment here, par- 
ticularly because of the atmosphere of mys- 
tery and secrecy with which the incident was 
elothed. All the participants in the affair 
professed ignorance of details explanatory. 

It appears that Mr. Armour is not the first 
trust magnate.whom the president has re- 
fused to receive. Within the last fortnight 
several Wall street men, recognized as the 
powers behind the alleged money trust, 
have asked for conferences with Mr. Wilson 
and have met with flat refusals from the 
White House, 


Fails to Leave His Card. 

Before leaving Mr. Armour said he had in- 
tended calling on the president merely to 
pay his respects, but he did not leave his card 
at the White House as is customary when 
the president is unable to receive callers per- 
sonally, He did not visit the executive office. 

Mr. Armour denied the report he wished to 
det the president in conrectlon with the in- 
vestigation of the packers’ alleged control of 
the Argentine meat exportation, which is 
being conducted by the department of justice.

| Joseph C. Darling dt Oak Park was held 
to the grand jury yesterday under $2,000 
bonds by Municipal Judge Kearns. Darling 
made a long explanation of his reasons for 
selling to a reporter for THe Trisuns for

state dental examination. 

Darling admitted the reporter’ s version of 
the conversation which‘Tled up to the passing 
of the $50 was almost identical with what 
he remembered, but he said he had accepted 
the money as “ evidence against a crooked 
dentist.” 

Dr. Peter T. Diamond of Evanston, a mem- 
ber of the state board of dental examiners, 
was called ag a witness for the defense. 


“Tribune” Men Questioned. 

Darling went on the stand after Assistant 
State's Attorney John K. Murphy had ques- 
tioned W. T. Stott, assistant city editor, and 
John L. Lawson and R. F. Webster, re- 
porters for Tun Trisune. Mr. Murphy also 
put Dr. Diamond on the stand for a moment, 
merely to <stablish the fact he was a state 
official and the law relating to bribery would 
apply. He was recalled later by the defense, 

The defendant said during the week pre- 
vious to the sale of the questions he had seen 
Dr. Diamond three or four times. 

“tT @iscussed with Mr. Diamond a possible 
position as investigator on the state board,“ 
declared Darling. Dr. Diamond intimated 
there was something irregular about the last 
board. He said if I could find out any facts 
about it it might go a long way toward get- 
ting me the position. .

Current Year to Rule Unless Other

Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—[{Special.}]— 
Regulations for the filing ‘of income tax 
schedules by corporations which eleet to 
account for their profits by fiscal instead of 
the calendar year were issued today by Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue Osborn. 
It is expected nearly all corporations will 
prefer to take advantage of this change in 
the assessment of the corporation tax, most 
of them filing returns for the fiscal year 2 
ing June 30. 


Phases of New Regulations. 

The regulations follow: 

Any corporation, joint stock company or 
association, or any insurance company sub- 
ject to the tax imposed by this act may at its 
option have the tax payable by it computed 


crued) from all sources during its fiscal year, 
provided that it shall designate the last day 
of the month selected as the month in which 
its fiscal year shall close as the day of the 
closing of its fiscal year, and shall, not lees 
than thirty days prior to the date upon which 
its annual return is to be filed, give notice in 
writing to the collector of internal revenue of 
the district in which its principal. place of 
business is loca of the day it has thus 
designated as the closing of ite fiscal year. 


Explains Fiscal Year Method. 

In pursuance of this provision, a corpora- 
tion or like organization subject to thie tax 
may, for example, designate the thirtieth 
day of September as the day for the closing 
of its fiscal year, whereupon its return of 
annual net income shall be filed with the col- 
lector of internal revenue of the district in 
which its prineipal place of business is lo-

“In the absence of such desighation and 
notice of the closing of the fiscal year, cor- 
porations and like organizations subject to 
this tax will be required to make their re- 
turns and have the tax computed upon the 
basis of the net income for the calendar year. 


Course of Collectors Indicated. 

Collectors of internal revenue receiving 
notices of the selection and designation of 
the ‘fiscal years,’ as above indicated, will 
make record of the same, recording (A) the 
name of the corporation or like organization;

CHANGE RESERVE PLANS. 


Wilson Forees Reinstate “Lawtal 
Money” in Redemption Clause. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.-Measures of 
protecting the country against any financial- 
stringency when the proposed new currency 
system goes into effect were considered to- 
day by both the Democratic and Republican 
wings of the senate banking and currency 
committee. 

The Democrats adopted a change _that 
would permit local banks to deposit half of 
the required reserve in the regional bank in 
the form of commercial paper instead of re- 
quiring the entire deposit to be in cash. An- 
other amendment would authorize the fed- 
eral reserve board to make the new treasury 
notes and the present bank notes eligible for 
use as part of thé reserves to relieve embar- 
rassment during the transition period. 


Change in Reserve Provision. 

The Republicans and Senator Hitchcock, 
continuing their work on a draft of the bill, 
adopted a more radical change, providing 
that banks need deposit only a 1 per cent 
reserve when the new system becomes ef- 
fective, an additional 1 per cent to be de- 
posited each six months until the entire re- 
serve of 5 per cent has been provided for. 

President Wilson let the Democratic sen- 
ators know in positive terms today that he 
was opposed to the movement, now under 
way, to secure an adjournment of congress 
for the week prior to the opening of the reg- 
ular December session.

RECEIVER FOR HART BROS;, 
OLD TIME CLOTHING FIRM. 


Three Creditors File Petitions in Bank- 
ruptey, Alleging Liabilities Are 
$300,000—Blame Tight Money.

Hart Bros., the oldest manufacturers and 
wholesalers of men’s furnishing goods in 
Chicago and one of the oldest firms of its 
kind in the United States, yesterday went 
into the hands of a receiver. The firm has 
been in continuous business in Chicago for 
sixty years. 

An involuntary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed against the firm in the United States 
District court by three creditors with claims 
totaling $8,500. According to Attorney Jacob 
Newman, counsel for the petitioners, the lia- 
bilities are in excess of $300,000. The assets, 
it was said, are below that figure. The firm's 
place of business is at 560 South Fifth ave- 
nue. 

A tight money market and a consequent 
inability to make collections on hundreds of 
outstanding accounts were advanced as rea- 
sons for the petition. On the recommenda- 
tion of Attorney Newman Judge Mack ap- 
pointed Hiram J. Halle receiver, whose bond 
was fixed at $50,000. Plans for reorganizing 
the corporation are under way. 

The petition lays stress on the fact the 
company has on hand a farge stock of fall 
and winter merchandise, which, unless it is 
sold-immediately, will greatly depreciate in 
value. 

Merwin M. Hart, attorney for Hart Bros., 
paid: 

We attribute our difficulties to the strin- 
gency of the money market and the difficulty 
in making collections, together with the gen- 
eral unsettied state of affairs in the localities 
where we do our heaviest business. 

We believe that with the assistance of our 
creditors we shall effect a reorganization at 
an early date.

This view is stated by Victor S. Yarros, 
who writes in the current issue of the Amer- 
ican Journal of Sociology, issued: yesterday 
by the University of Chicago Press. 

Mr. Yarros writes on Social Science and 
What Labor Wants.

„The modern untonist.” he writes, has 
not modified his views materially in twenty- 
five years. He is no revolutionist; he does 
not dream of overthrowing the social order.

Labor unions 
never will have enough. They always will 
be demanding more pay, shorter hours, and 
safer and healthier conditions of work.

Thereisa 
feeling here that the 18 per cent reserve de- 
manded city banks as against only 12 per 
cent by the country banks is too great. 

“I should prefer to have it set at 15 per 
cent,” said George M. Reynolds, president 
of the Continental and Commercial bank, 
“but I don't wish to appear too critical. It 
is only a personal opinion. 

The point is that by the ultimate com- 
pulsion of all banks to carry the specified 
reserve, either in their own vaults or those 
‘of the regional’ banks of the system, dis- 
tinction between city and country banks has 
been swept away. Yet there is this marked 
difference in reserve requirements. 


No Fixed Percentage. 

“The scientific, economic principle would 
be to have no fixed percentage for all banks, 
owing to the differing conditions in different 
parts of the country. That is the case abroad 
gave in the central banks of the various coun- 
tries. I'm perfectly aware such a plan would 
not_be considered in the United States, but I 
repeat it is the scientific plan. 

“The argument of the far greater propor- 
tion of demand deposits in the city banks 
is hardly potent, because their securities are 


more liquid than is the farmers’ paper of the 
country banks, and in that lies the ample pro- 
tection against deposits.“ 

D. A. Moulton, vice president of the Corn 
Exchange National bank, confesses he still is 
opposed to the currency bill in many of its 
features and expressed satisfaction with 
present high requirements. 


Says Allowance Is Temporary. 

E. D. Hulbert, vice president of the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company, whose 
counsel was sought in devising the amended 
bill, was not inclined to sympathize with the 
hostile spirit expressed in the east. 

“The allowance to the country banks to 
leave 4 of the 12 per cent with the reserve 
city correspondents is of course temporary,” 
he said, ‘‘and after three years all must be 
in vault or with the regional bank. But that 
does not mean the country banks will not 
continue to carry extensive accounts Weh 
city correspondents, for they will whether it 
counts as reserve or not. 

Perhaps it is not generally understood 
that the 18 per cent applies only to demand 
deposits. Only 5 per cent must be held 
against time deposits. 

“I don't think there is any general objection 
to the 18 per cent minimum. On the con- 
trary, I think most of the city banks would 
carry that amount anyway. I don’t think it

Ex-Senator McLaurin of South Carolina

New York, Nov. 18.—Ex-Senator J. L. Me-

ending objectionable gambling in cotton fu- 
tures in an address today to a committee 
from the New York cotton exchange which 
is considering changes in the rules to meet 
criticisms directed against present methods. 

Mr. McLaurin said the present syetem was 
objectionable because cotton prices made on 
the New York exchange was based upon the

Mr. McLaurin suggested that the plan for 
a tax on cotton options which was consigered 
recently by congress be amended to provide 
for a heavy tax on all contracts made through 
all exchanges in the United States, provided 
that cotton delivered in the state in which it 
s grown be exempt from the tax. 

‘What would you do then?” he said. 
“Your New York stock of cotton would be 
absolutely valueless for the purpose of Inflat- 
rg or depressing prices.”
